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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. Independent claims 1 and 3 recite a safety sensor that prevents the light 
source from being turned on until an "adult hand" holds it. 

The written description is not enabling as to how the sensor differentiates adult 
hand from a child, teen or an adolescent hand. Paragraph [0008] or the specification 
teaches the sensor senses "the difference in capacitance of a moist adult hand versus 
the surrounding air;" and that the "hand is an adult hand because, in part, of the relative 
locations of sensors 1 10a and 110b." 

The written description does not particularly teach that 'adult hand' has different 
moisture content than a child's hand or a teen's hand. Moreover, the size of a hand is 
related to the size and/or physical structure/built of the individual, not his/her age.
